Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1950. 

The  infantile  death  rate  shows  a  return  to  the  1948  level,  the 
increase  being  mainly  due  to  the  number  of  deaths  attributed  to 
prematurity. 

The  birth  rate  is  rather  lower  and  the  death  rate  higher  than 
the  rates  for  1949. 

The  introduction  of  the  Model  Food  Bylaws  produced  a 
welcome  improvement  in  standards  of  food  hygiene  in  the  district. 

In  connection  with  the  diphtheria  campaign  the  Chief  Medical 
Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  states  that  for  the  country  as  a 
whole  the  number  of  deaths  from  diphtheria  in  1949  was  less  than 
one-thirtieth  of  the  average  annual  number  in  the  five  years 
preceeding  the  beginning  of  the  immunisation  campaign.  I  feel  it 
is  worth  while  bringing  this  remarkable  fact  to  your  attention. 
While  the  acceptance  rate  for  immunisation  in  the  district  has 
shown  a  steady  increase  over  the  past  three  years  and  now 
exceeds  the  national  rate,  there  is  much  room  for  improvement. 

I  should  like  to  conclude  by  recording  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support 
during  the  year  and  I  have  pleasure  also  in  expressing  my 
gratitude  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  members  of  the  staff  of 
the  department  and  to  the  other  officials  of  the  Council  for  their 
wholehearted  co-operation.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present,  in  conjunction  with  that  of  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  my  Annual  Report  as  Sanitary  Inspector, 

Hygiene,  environmental  and  food,  has  received  careful  atten¬ 
tion  ;  the  growth  of  your  housing  estates  has  undoubtedly  raised 
the  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  district,  but  because  of  the 
existing  acute  housing  shortage  it  has  not  been  possible  to  deal 
with  those  houses  which  lack  comfort  and  amenities  and  which > 
because  of  decay,  are  incapable  of  improvement.  Your  Byelaws 
controlling  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  were 
welcomed  by  traders;  the  results  of  samples  taken  reflect  the 
effort  made  by  traders  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  hygiene  and 
purity.  In  connection  with  milk,  the  Department  will  welcome  the 
inclusion  of  the  district  in  a  “Specified  Area”  under  the  Milk 
(Special  Designations)  Act  1949,  wherein  only  designated  milks 
may  be  sold  by  retail. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
your  interest  and  full  support  in  my  work,  and  my  thanks  to  Dr. 
Eedy,  staff  of  the  Department  and  colleagueas  in  other  Depart¬ 
ments  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance.

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RODENT  CONTROL 

In  April,  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949  came 
into  operation.  This  vests  in  the  Council  direct  responsibility  for 
ensuring  that  the  district  is  kept  free  from  infestation  by  rats  and 
mice.  It  requires  periodical  inspection  of  the  district,  the  destruc¬ 
tion  of  rodents  on  property  owned  by  the  Council,  and  enforce¬ 
ment  by  the  Council  of  the  duties  of  owners  and  occupiers  of  land. 
Occupiers  are  given  an  obligation  to  report  any  infestation  to  the 
Council,  who  are  empowered,  either  as  a  result  of  such  report,  or 
of  independent  inspection,  to  serve  notice  on  owners  or  occupiers 
requiring  remedial  measures  to  be  carried  within  a  specified  time. 
Where  infested  property  is  iointly  owned,  the  Council  may  treat  it 
following  seven  days  notice  of  their  intention  to  do  so.  The 
expenses  of  such  treatments  are  recoverable. 
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Ihe  service  established  by  the  Council  in  recent  years  has 
proved  fully  adequate  for  the  requirements  of  the  Act.  Members 
of  the  public  report  any  infestation  immediately,  and  it  has  not, 
therefore,  been  necessary  to  serve  any  notices.  The  figures 
supplied  later  show  that  all  infestations  reported  have  been 
brought  under  control.  The  Council’s  housing  estates,  sewage 
disposal  works,  refuse  tips,  salvage  baling  depot  and  public  offices 
have  all  been  kept  free  from  infestation.  The  annual  test  baiting 
of  the  sewerage  system  carried  out  in  November  again  revealed 
the  absence  of  infestation,  an  eminently  satisfactory  position. 

Excellent  co-ordination  exists  between  the  Council  and  the 
Infestation  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 
Information  required  by  the  Ministry  is  always  made  readily 
available,  and  the  Council’s  treatment  methods  have  been  kept 
up-to-date  by  the  operatives  attending  the  Ministry’s  periodical 
two-day  courses.  This  co-ordination  embraces  the  County  Agri¬ 
cultural  Executive  Committee,  as  a  result  of  which  duplication  of 
work  has  been  avoided,

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

During  the  year  three  nuisances  arising  from  the  emission 
of  smoke  were  dealt  with.  In  one  case  the  nuisance  proved  to  be 
a  nuisance  at  common  law  and  could  not  be  dealt  with  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  but  an  informal  request  for  the  raising  of  a, 
chimney  stack  was  made.  The  second  case  concerned  Crown 
premises  and  was  referred  to  the  District  Engineer,  Ministry  of 
Works.  The  third  case  was  previously  dealt  with  last  year.  Un¬ 
avoidable  delay  in  bringing  an  electrification  scheme  into  opera¬ 
tion  resulted  in  considerable  black  smoke  emissions  from  a  worn- 
out  boiler  plant  using  poor  quality  fuel. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1950. 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  October  and  repealed 
the  1934  Act.  The  provisions  as  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  shop 
workers  as  regards  ventilation,  heating,  lighting,  washing  facilities 
and  sanitary  conveniences  continue  to  be  dealt  by  the  Council. 
Inspections  under  this  Act  were  carried  out  at  the  same  time  as 
routine  inspections  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  etc.  Minor 
defects  were  dealt  with  at  the  time  of  inspection. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  1036:  CAMPING  SITES, 
AND  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

There  are  no  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  district  but  the 
small  number  of  persons  who  wish  to  solve  their  housing  difficul¬ 
ties  by  living  in  moveable  dwellings  apply  to  the  Council  for  a 
licence  authorising  these  dwellings  to  be  placed  on  individual 
sites  arid  these  applications  are  dealt  with  according  to  the 
circumstances  applicable  in  each  case. 
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During  the  year  the  following  applications  were  dealt  with:- 

1  licence  granted  for  12  months. 

1  licence  refused. 

2  licences  renewed  for  12  months. 

Three  unlicensed  moveable  dwellings  were  discovered  during 
routine  inspections  and  as  a  result  of  action  taken  by  the  Council 
two  were  removed  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  an  undertaking  to 
remove  after  an  extended  period  without  licence  was  accepted  in 
respect  of  the  other  dwelling.

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  is  now  only  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the 
district  and  this  used  only  for  the  slaughter  of  pigs  for 
cottagers  and  private  persons  authorised  to  slaughter  their 
own  pigs  by  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1933.

ERADICATION  OF  VERMIN  AND  INSECT  PESTS.

This 
work  is  carried  out  by  a  trained  operator  and  all  treatments  have 
proved  very  successful  and  re-infestation  negligible.

During  the  year,  five  holders  of  Dealers’  Licences  in  the 
District  ceased  business,  two  having  been  licensed  for  the  sale  of 
Pasteurised  milk;  and  three  for  the  sale  of  Sterilised  milk.  Two 
retailers  outside  the  District  who  held  Supplementary  Licences  for 
the  sale  of  Pasteurised  milk  in  the  District,  also  ceased  business. 
Two  applications  for  Supplementary  Licences  were  received  for 
the  first  time  during  the  year.  One  was  for  the  sale  of  Pasteurised 
milk  and  the  other  for  the  sale  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk,  and 
both  were  granted.  Seven  Dealers’  Licences  were  applied  for  and 
granted  for  the  first  time  during  the  year,  four  being  for  the  sale 
of  Pasteurised  milk,  and  three  for  the  sale  of  Sterilised  milk. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  AND  BIOLOGICAL  TESTS 

OF  MILK. 

During  the  year,  fifty -five  samples  of  milk  produced  or 
retailed  in  the  District  were  submitted  for  examination.  The 
results  are  set  out  below  in  detail,  and  can  be  regarded  as  very 
satisfactory.  Almost  all  the  milk  now  supplied  in  the  District  is 
safe,  being  either  of  the  special  designations  Pasteurised  and 
Sterilised,  or  raw  milk  produced  from  Tuberculin  Tested  herds.  It
